SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine article Jean at Sixteen is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine article is an excerpt removed from a larger publication. 

The article tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. It consists of a photo-essay featuring a girl identified as 16 years of age in 
nude and semi-nude poses. Aspects of the photographs, such as young-looking 
clothing and accessories which include stuffed toys and a hand puppet, emphasise the 
youthfulness of the model. The text reinforces an already strong visual focus on the 
desirability of youth and innocence, together with readiness for 'womanhood' and 
sexual experience. The article is produced for adult male readers and encourages 
them to consider girls in their mid-teenage years as suitable sexual partners. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered. The magazine article has been found to tend to promote and support 
an activity listed in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
The deeming provisions of s3(2) are inconsistent with, and override, the rights and 
freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
